In. the Prysgfield the investiga 
tion of the fortress defence has now 
been practically completed’ The 
work here has confirmed the theory 
previously formed that the -diteh 
and clay bank ‘that formed the 
primary defences of the fortress 
were constructed in 75 A.D., and 


were atrengthcned with tho massive 
stone rampart in 100 A.D, 


“With regard to the 2o0ft, timber 
logs found underlying the’ clay 
bank at regular intervals, if has now 
been definitely ascertained that

The later stone defences af the 
fortress have likewise proved un-

In addition to the structural’ re- 
mains described, a wealth of smaller 
finds has been made, including up- 
wards of 120 coins, numerous:iron 
javelins, bronze sword trappings, 
catapults and sling stones, ginss, 
and much pottery. 

These, together with the known 
character of the site and “the 


structural evidence alrendy recover- 


‘ed, abundantly strengthen the view 
that Cacrleon, as well as being the 
most important available Roman 
military site in Britain to-day, ranks 
with the great legionary fortresses 
of the Continent. ae :

Tdere are thieves and thieves in 
China. The daily police court e- 
ports have shown us that there are 
men who will even steal a piece 
of wood, warth almost nothing, and 
then there are the daring ones who 
will"hold up a bank in broad day- 
light or:pirate a ship. For al! of 
these one can have sympathy, seme 
‘times o méasure of admiratipa. 
There is, however,“ one closs of 
thieves who prey on the dead— 
victims {rom whom no retaljation 


1s feared. Although we very seldom} 


read about their exploits in, the 


| newspapers, they nevertheless exist, 


and I-have been told that they are 
justoas active in their nefarious 
cwork as the ordinary petty thieves. 
The reason why these men are 80 
seldom brought to book is natural- 
ly because ‘dead .men tell no 
tales,” aes 

‘ Too Much Temptation. 

The ‘only ‘thing‘that can be said 
for these ‘ghoulish robbers is that 
far too. much temptation is. plac 
in their way. A Reuter’s telegram 
published on Monday stated that 
even officials 6f high rank as well 
ng many civilians of good position 
have taken to looting: the 1 
tombs. They must have found their 
pickings very fruitful, because we 
all know that in the old days when 
the Manchu princes and mandarins 
died large quantities of precious 


stones and ‘gold ornaments were | 


buried with them. | 

“In ordér to understand this band 
| of thieves better, it will be neces 
sary to touch upon the funeral cere: 
“monies and the superstitions of the 
Chinese. When a rich persod dies, 
the family will bury the dead man 
or.woman dressed: in a mandarin 
gown of, the richest brocade. The 
dead person will. also be -adorned 
with expensive jade rings and other 
trinkets, sometime_to the value of: 
$10,000 or more, according to the 
circumstances of the family. The 
dead person is always adorned with 
these vanities of’ life by the men 
who will carry, the coffin, consc- 
quently the¥ know exactly how 
much. that ead body is worth. 
These coffin carriers are, after all,’ 
very ‘poorly paid and can hardly 
make enough to keep themselves in 
decency. The temptation to rob- 
bery is therefore only too obvious... 


_ The Black Hand Legend. 


Those who rob’ the dead are call- 
ed the ‘Black Hand gang’ by 
-the-Chinese,-forthey_say _that_any.. 
person who hag’ stolen from a dead 
body will for the ‘rest of his life 
Ro bout ‘with the palms. of his 
‘handg hlackened. . This, they, say, is 
the curse of heaven. The story has 
its origin from‘ a. poor farmer who 
| hired himself out to carry a” coffin 
of a rich Chinese. There were four 
men’ engaged on’ the job and be- 
tween'them they dressed and adorn- 
ed the'dead man. After: the: coffin 
wag carried to its resting place, 
thesefour men adtourned to a tea- 
‘house, sand the idea of retrieving 
the previous ornaments that were 
buried: with the dead man, came to 
them over the innocuous cup. 

They planned to return ‘to the 
graveyard that night, which they 
did. It wag midnight whe they 
got there, ahd the work of exhum- 
ing the dead body began. After 
two hours of strenuous work, they 
got the coffin open and took every-
